Not knowing Dr. McGlynn's 
address he ciim.muo,ie'itod witj* Dr. But- 
sal, who was the fallen priest's friend. 
Soon afterwards Cardinal Gibbons receiv- 
ed a reply from Dr. Burtsal setting forth 
the reasons of Dr. McGlynn for not com- 
plying with the ecclestical mandate. This 
was sent to the cardinal prefect of tho 
propaganda. The cardinal in no way 
acted as an intermediary between Arch- 
bishop Corrigan ami Dr. McGlynn, and 
his visit tw Rome was for different pur- 
poses. In relation t" the university he 
was too anxious in the interest of educa- 
tion and religion to see one established in 
this country and consequently refrained 
from giving bis vote in favor of any local- 
ity. As to the rumored change contem- 
plated in tho original endowment the 
cardinal said he had no knowledge.

Mo never wrote to mo, but did speak to 
Dr. Burt still, who wrote him a long letter 
concerning my case. That letter was 
never presented at Rome. In it Dr. Burt- 
s.ill said that if I was invited in a gentle- 
manly way to go to Rome undoubtedly I 
would go. When asked what became of 
that letter Cardinal Gibbons said it was 
in the hands of tho director of tho Ameri- 
can college at Rome, but when, lately 
asked about it, he said it was probably 
thrown into his waste basket with other 
matter.

GEN. W0LSELEY 

Made Practically Secretary of State for War- 
Army Reorganization. 

London, Sept. 10. —Tbe reorganization 
scheme announced last night is a revolu- 
tion. It practically makes Gon. Wolseley 
Secretary of State for War without par- 
liamentary responsibility and leaves the 
present secretary with financial control of 
the whole war iitlice. divided into civil 
and war departments. The latter has en- 
tire control of tho army organization, 
while the former simply checks accounts. 
This no doubt means increased efficiency 
for the army, but. the principle of indi- 
vidual responsibility strictly enforced will 
almost certainly lead to friction between 
the military and civil departments. The 
army will be in the hands of the great 
heads of tho departments, against whom 
tho Secretary of War and tho Financial 
Secretary will have to strugglo for econ- 
omy. 



CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 

J. B. Hart, attorney for tho celebrated 
Kissano, has telegraphed Recorder 
Smith, at New York, to have the indict- 
ment against Kissano dismissed. The re- 
corder will probably not reply. 

A frightful collision occurred on the 
St. Joe & Grand Island railway near 
Hastings, Nob., yesterday morning, 
when tho Burlington & Missouri way 
freight ran into a passenger train. The 
freight engine was ditched and the pas- 
senger train was thrown over an embank- 
ment. One passenger, aged 70 years, 
was mortally wounded and others se- 
riously.

Montreal, Sept. 10.— Hon. A. 0. 
La Rivire, provincial treasurer of Mani- 
toba, has been in Montreal for several 
days attempting to raise a temporary 
loan on Manitoba bonds to release tho 
rails for tbe Red River Valley railway, 
whiah have been lying on tbe docks at 
Montreal for a month, having boon cou- 
sigi ed to a bank in Montreal, subject to 
cost and freight. It is understood that 
the wealthy seminary of St. Sulpiee hud 
tho matter under consideration for a day 
or two, but finally declined to make the 
loan. It is reported that an attempt will 
be made in Boston to raise the money, 
New York having been tried without 
success. Tho securities offered by the 
Mnnitoban government are looked upon 
with groat distrust by the financial mon 
here. It is i tithor believed that the 
bonds have been legally issued, nor that 
the Manitoba!! government has any 
moans for paying obligations incurred for 
railway purposes, especially such as are 
incurred in contravention of the au- 
thority of the~ Dominion government, 
since Manitoba deponds upon its subsidy 
from the Dominion government for its 
funds.

Dublin, Sept. 10. —A report of the 
Mitchellstowu affair in tbe Freemuns' 
Journal says the row began at 4:30, and 
was over in five minutes. It was made 
up of hotnorics, combatants and single 
handed encounters. Tho reporter gives 
n picture of a policeman holding his 
clubbed musket across his breast, watch- 
ing a countryman with a black thorn. 
Tho countryman makes a feint with his 
stick, strikes the riflo out of tho hands of 
tho policeman and fells him with a blow. 
Another of tho policemen, with helmet 
oil', felled a Tipporary boy, but recoived 
at tho same time u misdirected blow from 
the butt end of a musket in the 
hands of a comrade, and was 
stretched upon tho ground in an 
instant. Several similar tights occurred 
and faces began to appear covered with 
blood and mud, but the people kept their 
faces to the foe and every blow jf the 
baton was promptly returned. The light 
was so hot there was no time to draw 
bayonets. No one was in command and 
each fought on his own account. La- 
bouchere remonstrated repeatedly with 
Magistrate Seagravo, who contradicted 
himself every minute. Mr. Brunnen, the 
newly elected member of parliament, was 
among the people seeking out the injured, 
and Mr. Ellis appeared at the telegraph 
office and sent off dispatchos.

W Inch side is he 
supporting, pray/ or is he forcing himself 
between the two i isputing part.es. 

I always undorstoi d that before a 
sheriff was entitled to the benefit of inte-r 
pleader he had to swear that he colluded 
with neither side; that the relief 
ho claimed was for his benefit 
and indemnity only and at his own ex- 
pense. But here tho case is reversed. 
Sheriff McMillan is the first and principal 
litigant, — the real persons interested play- 
ing second fiddle altogether. What is it 
that makes it worthy the while of the 
sheriff to make himself a parfizan / Who 
pays his lawyer for fighting his self-found 
interests '/ 

Mr. Editor, this thing is as wrong as it 
can bo. Complaints are constantly heard 
of the heavy cost of the administration of 
justice; and tho aim of legislators iB to de- 
crease those costs. But here is an officer, 
permitted by the government, whilst 
ostensibly seeking protection which the 
law says must bo at his own cost, increas- 
ing tliu burden of litigation and gathering 
tlio oyster, whilst those for whose interest, 
he is suffered to bo acting will get a bare

COWICHAN LAKE. 

A Paradise for the Sportsman and Delight 
for the Tourist. 

What u charm for most men have the 
mysteries of distant mountains, forests, 
lakes and rivers, and with what delight 
they can for a short space leave tho busy 
mart or close the recording ledger and, 
with till tho zest of schoolboy days, hio 
away from the discordant din of stroets to 
some secluded spot whore nature baa no 
feverish anxiety nor panic to disturb her 
values. Nor do we need to look far to 
find such a resort, and to all who are 
seeking a suitable place for an outing, 
we say leave conventionalities, cares and 
weight of business behind with tho starch 
of Sunday clothes and be off to Cowichan 
lake. There you cannot but be a happy 
guest of smiling nature and you will re- 
turn as bright as the squirrel which chits 
at you from his perch, and as brown as 
his cout. The drivo from Duncan's station 
to the lake, a distance of 20 miles is by 
no means tedious, at least to the lover of 
Nature ; the cool, fresh, invigorating 
breeze fans your face, the sunlight dance* 
on an emerald wealth of leaf and fern, 
(no dust-begrimod foliage bore) gay-hued 
butterflies float on the air, and joyous 
birds flutter among the blanches of tow- 
ering pines, giant cedars and shady ma - 
ples. One can "oali/.o now to tho full the 
words of tho song : 

"Oh I forest green and fair: 

Oh! pine trees waving high! 

How swoet. your cool retreat: 
How fall of rest. 

There, froe from care uii'l |<ain, 

Gny as u child again. 

Peace and contentment routii 
Within my breast." 
The Cowichan Lake Hotel is situated 
on a bend of the river, a quarter of a mile 
from its exit from the lake, and here, 
on a recent visit, we arrived in 
good time to do ample justice 
to an ample meal and to prepare the im- 
plements of war against the morrow. 
Early next morning wo rise bent on an- 
gling, and with all our tackle in order, 
board one of the trim boats, and leisure- 
ly pull up stream to the scene ofthe morn- 
ing's sport. In one of the pools a salmon 
is rising keenly to his morning meal, and 
it needs bu 1 a strong, breeze and a large 
"silver doct. r, .\e feel certain, to secure 
this prize, but as not a breath of wind 
stirs we must leave him hiding socure in 
the blue depths f the pool. But we have 
reached the lake, and with every sonsibil- 
ity to beauty alive, gaze with rapture on 
the scene before us. Tho rising sun is 
tipping the majestic mountains with 
transcendent beauty, far up against the 
blue tut eagle soars, on the placid bosom 
of the i.iko waterfowl aio ll v 
ing, and in its depths are mirrored 
tho glory of cloud, and forest, and moun- 
tain. Verily the artist would here joy in 
duplicating the view on his canvas. But 
a gentle stirring of the leaves becomes 
audible and in a short time, to our de- 
light, a breeze from the south springs up, 
so now to work. A motion of th9 rod 
and our flies are skinn ling on the wavelets 
and that lint for an instant; there is the 
well known swirl on the water, and tho 
singing reel and bonding rod tell the glad 
tale. The fish is quiet for a moment, 
then makes another bolt, shakes tho linp, 
jumps in the air, rusheB below and all 
around the boat, but at last is safe in tho 
landing net a lovely specimen of a clean 
two-pound trout. In an hour and a half 
we caught seventeen pom dt- to one rod 
and hail an good sport du.-ing our entire 
visit whenever there was a breeze. It is 
no uncommon occurrence to kill trout 
scaling five pounds with tty. The shoot- 
ing also is magnificent. We need only add 
that one of our party killed two deer one 
merning within one-half mile of the 
hotel. The woods are literally alivo with 
game, deer, bear and grouse; wherever 
you gn fresh tracks meet the eye. At the 
upper end of the lake elk and wild cattle 
roam in undisputed possession, and one of 
the mountains is clad with a species of 
heather the sight of which recalls tho 
sunny memories of happy days in "Brit- 
ain's isle af nr. " For clear, bracing moun- 
tain air, for sublime scenery, for unequal- 
led spurt we commend Cowichan Lake. 
Every comfort will bu found at the hotel 
and should you, like ourselves, have the 
pleasure of vistiug there we feel sure you 
will return delighted beyond measure, 
renewed in health, and with a determina- 
tion to loturn on tho first opportunity.

THE PROVINCIAL EXHIBITION. 

Somebody has blundered over the ar- 
rangements for the holding of the annual 
provincial exhibition. It is nevertheless 
hoped that even at such short notice our 
agriculturists will assist in making it a 
Buceess. It will take place at Chilliwhack 
on the 28th, 29th and :50th instants, and 
should bo well attended. Last year's fair 
was most creditable tothefartnersgeneral- 
ly, all sections of the province being well 
represented. There happened to be a 
great many visitors in Victoria at the 
time, and their eyes were opened, as they 
could not otherwise have been, to the 
great advantages which this province 
offers to settlers. They were particularly 
delighted with the display of fruit, roots 
and cereals which were a credit to British 
Columbia. On tlie present occasion it is 
hoped the same commendable zeal will be 
bIiowii and that, though taken somewhat 
unawares, farmers generally will send 
exhibits and take a lively interest in the 
three days' proceedings. 

AT THE BAYONET'S POINT. 

Again blood has been shed in Ireland. 
Human life has been sacrificed and de- 
fenceless people shot down. That such 
action has not tended to subjugate the 
Irish the history of that unfortunate Isle 
tells. In the face of the weapons of the 
British soldiers all the wilduess of their 
blood surges to the surface and they go on 
to deeds of outrage which only injure the 
cause they hope to serve. An* they now 
being goaded on to the commission of acts 
of violence on the lines of the same policy 
on tho part of the government 
which culminated in the mur- 
der of Cavendish and Burke 1 
Can it only be proved that Ireland reeks 
with crime by inciting her people into its 
commission at the point of the bayonet,/ 
Must some excuse be given for the proc- 
lamation of the Irish National Land Lea- 
gue and the repression of the liberties of 
a nation' Upon uo other hypothesis can 
we account for the action of the police at 
Mitchellstown on Friday. It is very for- 
tunate that Mr. Labouchere and other 
members of the Imperial parliament were 
present to witness the affray. We shall 
hear from their lips and pens an unpreju- 
diced account of the affair, and will prob- 
ably learn that the men who were shot 
down wore as ignorant of wrong doing as 
their island home is free from crime. 

THE FISHERIES' COMMISSION. 

The proposed Fishery Commission will, 
of course, deal with the Behring's Sea 
seizures. The British members will have 
little difficulty in combatting tho argu- 
ments of those of the United States as to 
tho illegality of the outrages inflicted upon 
British Columbia sealers. The case is so 
very clear that but one conclusion can be 
arrived at, viz: T'lat the action of the 
American authorities wus most unwarrant- 
able, in defiance of the law, and opposed 
to all treaty rights. They will 
have little difficulty in proving these 
facts and demanding compensation. This 
should be on a scale commensurate with 
thedamage done; nothing loss will satisfy 
our traders who have suffered by the 
high-handed action of the IJ. S. authori- 
ties in Alaskan waters. The bill of 
rights of our people who are interested is 
a very long one, and they should lose no 
time in properly representing the 
matter to the Dominion Government. 
It is doubtful yet which of the 
members of the cabinet will rep- 
resent Canada in the commission 
but the choice will probably lie between 
tho Premier, the Minister of Justice and 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries. It 
is more than probable, however, that the 
Minister of Justice will be selected, since 
his profound knowledge of the law would 
stand him in good stead in the discussion 
of knotty points. In nny event we can 
feel assured that our easu will be in safe 
hands. 

BULGARIA'S DAGGER. 

Whether Prince Ferdinand succeeds or 
fails, his enterprise must have a disturb 
ing influence upon Europe. Suppose his 
own or his friends' wildest dreams were 
to be realized, and he were, within a rea- 
sonable time, to surmount all the difficul- 
ties that lie in his way, and so exhibit to 
tho world the spectacle of a contented and 
orderly Bulgaria, united under his lead- 
ership, and asking only the sanction of 
the signatories of the Treaty of Berlin to 
pursue an honourable and beneficent na- 
tional career, there can be no question as 
to the influence of such a spectacle on the 
majority of the powers. There is no logic 
so convincing as chat of accomplished 
facts. Whatever irregularity might be 
supposed to attach to the early proceed- 
ings of Prince Ferdinand in Bulgaria 
would bo forgotten and forgiven in tho 
presence of his success. Hut tho very 
principles that would tend to conciliate 
tho powers generally Would serve only to 
further exasperate and alarm Russia; un- 
less, indeed, by .some political miracle, tho 
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traditions of her policy in the east, and to- 
wards Bulgaria were abandoned. On the 
other hand, then!) ia tho possibility, which 
in the meantime is a probability, that 
Prince Ferdinand's expedition will end in 
a failure of some sort. He may abandon 
it on realizing the magnitude of the ob- 
stacles in his path, or the Bulgarian lead- 
ers may find him unequal to his position; 
or he may succumb to Russian influence 
and fall a victim to the unpopularity 
which Bitch weakness would bring upon 
him. Should any one of these events oc- 
cur, the more extreme Bulgarian fiction 
might prevail over the comparative mod- 
eration of M. Stambouloffand his friends, 
and Bulgaria bo declared independent, 
either as a monarchy under the Prince of 
Battenberg, or as a republic. It is quite 
unnecessary to say what would happen 
after such a revolution; tho local Bulgar- 
ian crisis would, of necessity, assume 
European dimensions. Such a crisis is. 
perhaps, inevitable in any case. But tho 
precipitation of it at an early period, which 
may be involved in Prince Ferdinand's 
experimeHt in Bulgaria, is calculated to 
destroy, not to encourugo, the hope of a 
diplomatic cordon scinitaire being in time 
drawn around Bulgaria. 

THE ORIENTAL *STEAMSHIP SUB- 
SIDY. 

The dispatch stating that the Imperial 
government has granted a subsidy to the 
C. P. R. China steamers for carrying 
tho mails bears the impress of authenti- 
city. The concession has been expected 
for many months, but it was not until 
Sir Arthur Blackwood had gone over the 
railway and personally inspected its capa- 
bilities for expeditiously handling the 
mails, that a favorable decision was ar- 
rived at. Sir Arthur, while in this city, 
was in daily communication with the 
home authorities oh the subject. His re- 
port was favorable to a subsidy, if it was 
coupled with a stipulation that Victoria 
or Esquimalt should be made the terminus 
of the route and that the steamers should 
land and receive mails, passengers and 
light freight at the wharf here on the in- 
ward as well as the outward trip. The coin 
pany have assonted to this stipulation 
and the incoming steamer will be tho lirst 
to enter Esquimalt harbor in accordance 
with the agreement. As in a recent 
issue we took occasion to express con- 
tempt for tho China mail service so long 
as it was used for lot-booming purposes; 
now that it has become in the highest 
sense of the term a national undertaking 
we have no hesitation in saying that it is 
entitled to every consideration and encour- 
agement from this the commercial centre 
of the British Pacific. Because the com- 
pany reluctantly came to terms with Vic- 
toria merchants after the application of 
severe pressure by the Imperial authori- 
ties is no reason why the people of this 
part of the province should continue to 
Btand aloof and refuse to patronize the 
line. It is said that men cannot be made 
moral by act of parliament; but here we 
have a giant monopoly that has been 
forced to treat justly a peo- 
ple, whom they aimed to crush, 
by an act of the British postal 
authorities. Vancouver, and many 
similar towns like her, may 
spring up and flourish like green bay 
trees so long as their prosperity is not 
built up on the ruins of established cities, 
like Victoria or New Westminster, by il- 
legitimate means. The effort to divert, 
the oriental traffic from Victoria to Bur- 
rard Inlet was promptly and effectually 
resented, and the company who control 
the steamships have been taught that 
"The good old rule -the simple plan- 
That they should take who have the power 
And thoy should keep who can," 

does not obtain in these enlightened days. 
If the company are content to allow every 
tub, every town, to stand on its own 
bottom — that is, work out its own salva- 
tion, they will find no truer or better 
friends than the Island people. But 
should they again resort to questionable 
manceuvers to work of}' their real estate, 
they will presently find that the recent 
agitation was but a cupful of wind when 
compared with the storm that will then 
rage about their ears. All in all, we are 
glad that the subsidy has been granted 
and earnestly hope that the company will 
in the future adopt a policy that will be 
the surest passport to Imperial and pop- 
ular favor. 

THE latest development in the McDou- 
gall-Lot.de failure is the return of their 
former Scottish supporters, Fergusson, 
Alexander & Co., to Montreal as manu- 
facturers of paints, colors, varnishes. The 
purchase by this firm of the stock anil 
debts gives hope of a dividend to the suf- 
ferers by this discreditable failure. While 
the entrance of a linn of s<> high repute is 
to the trade a guarantee of legitimate 
business competition, instead of the 
methods revealed in the recent examina- 
tions, consumers of these goods are to be 
congratulated upon being able to deal 
with a firm who are themselves makers of 
these goods from the very foundation. 

A correspondent of the Toronto Tele- 
gram writes as follows: Much boasting 
hits been indulged in of late over the 
morality of our 'Fair City (0' A walk 
through York street and neighborhood 
will convince any person of ordinary per- 
ception that those who labor under 
such a delusion are much to be pitied -or 
envied — I am not quite sure as to which 
term is the fitter. No doubt a number 
of our good citizens are not cognizant of 
these bad neighborhoods (there are others 
besides York street), and judge the moral 
tone of the city by their own particular 
surroundings. But what must bo Hie 
opinion of strangers, w ho are lumped 
from the train into one of the most dis- 
reputable streets that ever existed in any 
city— York street — the noble street that 
has a fame greater than Toronto itself, 
and a street talked of iih one to be avoid- 
ed by all respectable people. It is full 
of dives of the lowest description— -places 
that are well known to the police, and 
yet they are allowed to stand, to the det- 
riment of legitimate trade. These places 
have been used for illicit, trade in one 
shape or another for years. The police 
have made numerous descents on them, 
and invariably the keepers have been lined 
and allowed to go back again to their old 
calling. Now, such a neighborhood as 
this is a blot on the good name of any 
city, and especially one that can boast of 
the church accommodation that Toronto 
has. The authorities seem impotent in 
the matter. Tho places are raided, the 
keepers fined or imprisoned, and that is 
an end of the matter.

The Canadian Mail Route. 

The Toronto Globe's special correspond- 
ent cables as follows from Loudon under 
date of the 2nd inst. : I understand that 
.•sir Charles Tupper, at the request of the 
Canadian government , had an interview 
with Mr. Raikes, the postmaster-general, 
with reference to the notice recently 
issued regarding letters to China and 
Japan superscribed via Vancouver. It 
appears that in consequence of the steanT 
sbips being cargo vessels, their sailings 
are irregular and the advertised dates are 
not always adhered to. Letters sent in 
accordance with the notice are therefore 
liable to delay, which would bring discredit 
on the all-Canadian route. The result, of 
the interview is that the notice will be 
modified, and the letlers will be super- 
scribed "»ta Montreal," instead of Van- 
couver, so t hat they can be forwarded via 
San Francisco if the Canadian steamer is 
delayed. 

Arrest of Fuller. 

The following is taken frjni the New 
York Sim of the liOtb ult . : 

Charles D. Kennedy, third lieutenant 
of the United States steamer Hear, now 
cruising in the Arctic ocean, writes home 
to his father under date of July 10th: 

"After leaving Ounalaska we visited 
St. Michael's, and there I arrested Frank 
Fuller for the murder of Archbishop Seg- 
hurs in November. 1 will turn the prison- 
er over to the authorities at Ounalaska on 
the return of the Bear. The man is one 
of the most gentlemanly I ever mot, and 
is, I think, undoubtedly insane on one 
point, He thinks that his life was incon- 
stant danger and that the archbishop was 
planning to have him killed. 

"fie awoke the archbishop, told him 
that one of them must die, and that as 
the archbishop was the bettor prepared 
he must be the one. He fired his rifle, 
and the bullet struck the archbishop in 
the forehead, passing out at the back of 
the head. He then brought the body to 
St. Michael's on a dog sled, and the body 
is now in possession of one of the Fathers. 

"Fuller was not a priest, but simply an 
attendant of the archbishop, and was a 
very handy, as well as quite an intelli- 
gent man. Hois very quiet on board, 
wears a rosary round his neck, and spends 
most of his time in reading his prayer 
book. 

"In an entry which Archbishop Settlors 
made in his diary, he said for the third 
time he had noticed unmistakable signs of 
insanity in Fuller. Tito archbishop was 
universally loved by the Indians, minors 
and all with whom ho came in contact."

Mr. J. L. Mudge, representing the 
Canadian Anthracite Coal Co., of Anthra- 
cite, N.W.T., arrived the other evening 
from St. Paul, and is at I he Driard.

Mudge has completed arrangements for 
the first shipment of 2,000 tons of the 
anthracite to San Francisco, where a test 
was made of its qualify by (he Nevada 
Metallurgical works. Mr. Luckhardt tie- 
scribes it as a "froeburning anthracite 
coal, averaging with Pennsylvania coal. It 
is a good steam coal and excellent for 
house or domestic purposes, containing a 
remarkably low percentage of ash and lit- 
tle sulphur." The vessel that will take 
the coal is now on her wav to Port Moody, 
at which point the coal is now awaiting 
shipment. It will be loaded from cars 
by means of shutes.

The steamer Boscowitz, Capt. Williams, 
arrived from Northern coast ports yester- 
day morning. Her passengers consisted 
of Mr. and Mrs. S. Lowe, Mr. McNab, 
fisheries agent, and Mrs. Snow. From 
the Rivers Inlet Canning Co, there were 
shipped 3,000 cases salmon, from Alert 
Hay Canning Co. IJ.tiOO cases, find from 
Rev. Mr. Green 148 barrels and 111 half 
barrels salt salmon. 

Four white men and fifteen Indians, 
who arrived at Fort Simpson from Sitka 
whore they were taken on Capt. Warren's 
schooners, also arrived on the steamer. 
The Indians were eighteen days on the 
trip to Fort Simpson in their canoes and 
(he white men sailed it in eight, duys in a 
boat. 

The principal topi,- in the north is the 
emigration of the Metlakahtlans into 
Alaskan territory. They t*»ft with their 
all, being towed oli several (rips by the 
missionary steamer Glad Tidings, 70 
canoes on one occasion and HO on another. 
They have evidently become quite Ameri- 
canized, the stars and st ripes being floated 
to the breeze every morning, a salute 
fired from (he gun, and in tho evening 
the band plays "Hail Columbia." Motln- 
kahtla is virtually deserted, the lndans 
having lorn down (heir houses and taken 
them along. About 160 altogether re- 
main, being composed principally of the 
chiefs, their families and the few follow- 
ers that remain to them and the Bishop. 
It is stated that none of (he chiefs have 
accompanied (be parly. Mr. Duncan 
having always made it a policy never to 
give them any position of importance or 
trust in the church or community, and 
thus broke their power ovor the tribes. 
The queen who nin e reigned supreme, and 
who, il is Haid, on one occasion shot down 
(wo men on the beach for disobeying her, 
is now simply a klootchman at Fort 
Simpson with none of her former prestige 
remaining. The great chief, hor husband, 
is working on tho wharf a^yno dollar per 
day. The great majority of the white 
residents are a unit in regretting that 
the Metlakahtlans have departed, friends 
and opponents of Mr. Duncan alike. 
There is now .some talk among tho In- 
dians around Fort Simpson taking a sim- 
ilar step to those of Metlakahtla. It is 
supposed, however, that this will subside. 
If is also thought that the village deserted 
by the Metlakahtlans will bo again occu- 
pied, probably by some interior tribe.

DROWNED. 

Capt. Clerk, of the Snhooner Black Diamond, 
Kalis into tho Harbor and U Drowned— 
The Coroner's Inquest. 

About 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon a 
man named .loo Lipput waR standing on 
tho Johnson street ferry landing when he 
saw tho body of a man floating in the 
water, face downward. Having had a lit- 
tle experience in matters of this sort, he 
did not attempt to pull tho body out, but 
seeing Supt. Bloomfield coining down 
Johnson street informed him of his dis- 
covery. Tho chief went down immediate- 
ly and, with tho assistance of a couple of 
men, soon brought the corpse to shore, 
when it was found that tho dead man was 
Capt. Clark, of the sealing schooner Black 
Diamond, which has been lying at the 
slip for a few days. A physician was at 
once summoned, but ho pronounced life 
extinct, although the body had only been 
in the water but a very short time. The 
superintendent had tho body conveyed to 
Mr. Storey's undertaking rooms, whore 
it was seen during tho day by a number 
of people who know the deceased. It is 
said the captain had been undor 
the influence of liquor for two days, 
and yesterday morning, although not 
drunk, was slightly intoxicated. About 
twelve o'clock, in company with Mr. 
Frank, one of the owners of tho schoon- 
er, he wont to the custom house, whore 
he was to receive his salary. Mr. Fry 
was not in and Mr. Milne told Frank and 
the captain that they had better coniu 
back again. They left the place together 
but the captain took his departure in an- 
other direction. That was the last time 
Mr. Frank saw him alive. The latter re- 
turned to the custom house shortly be- 
fore 1 o'clock, but the captain did not 
turn up, ami Mr. Frank, who wanted to 
pay the money, left, and whilo on his 
way to the store, was shocked to hear of 
the drowning accident, It is stated by 
Capt. Worth, who was an intimate friend 
of the drowned innn, that (dark was very 
much worried at not having heard from 
his wife. He said if he did not hear from 
her on Saturday it would be the last of 
him. Capt. Worth endeavored to com- 
fort him and invited him to stay at his 
house. 

The deceased, who was a native of 
Glasgow, Scotland, was aged 40 years. 
He leaves a wife and two children who 
reside there. He is spoken of as having 
been a first-class navigator and about a 
year ago brought the bark Aborlemno 
here. How he fell into the watur is not 
known but it is thought that ho slipped 
in stepping from tho wharf to the 
schooner. 

Last evening at 7:30 o'clock a coroner's 
inquest was held, when the following gen- 
tlemen were chosen as jurymen: Win. 
Jensen, foreman, Frank Worth, .John 
Roan, Christopher Shirlook, and \V. X . 
Brown. Tho evidence of Dr. F. Hall 
and Messrs. Morse and Frank was taken 
dter which the inquest was continued 
until 4 o'clock to-morrow afternoon, to 
enable Supt. Bloomfield to procure more 
evidence. This postponement will delay 
(ho burial and it is just possible that a 
jw.s-f mortem examination will bo held.

!) o'clock, and Capt. White, her master,

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GRANDEUR of the rookies. 

Iu the camp at the Head of the Passes. 

Mount Lsfroy— Five Thousand Keet Above the 
8ea— Frost in July -Abundance of Lakes— 
Good Fishing— Ascending the Steep 
Grades on the Railway. 

Mr. H. P. D wight of Toronto has re- 
ceived the following letter from Mr. L. 
R. O'Brien president of the Royal Can- 
adian Academy, who is .camping and 
sketching in tho Rocky Mountains: 

My Dkak Dwioht. — This a very ditter- 
ent place from Band, There tho moun- 
tains beam a welcome to this visitor and 
the valley looks pleasant and festive. 
Here wo are on the creat of the great 
range, 5,000 feet above the sua, up upon 
the shoulders of tho mountains, which are 
entrenched behind scragy and bristling 
foothills, above which from the railway 
truck little is visible but the tops of tho 
peaks glistening with caps of perpetual 
ico and snow. Thus they look low at first 
sight, and in passing by the railway, but 
thoy are solemn and grim. To see them in 
their majesty wo must go back a little and 
ascend tho opposite slope, then thoy seem 
to rise up from their lairs, standing upon 
tho foot-hills instoad of crouching behind 
them. Mount Lefroy, the highest peak, 
is about 7,000 feet above tho pass, and is 
capped with a creamy mass of snow and 
ice, showing perpendicular and overhang- 
ing faces of the most dolicato green. One 
of these ice ditTs, looking like a delicate 
brush mark across the snow, when tested 
by a theodolite proved to bo over three 
hundred feet in height. The Bow River, 
which at Banff has grown into a broad 
river, is hero 

A TURBULENT MOUNTAIN STREAM, 
curling crisply over its gravely bed. When 
wo arrived it was rising rapidly from the 
effect of tho melting snow, and we had to 
shift our touts for fear of being overflow- 
ed; now it is subsiding, and as the water 
clears the trout are beginning to show 
themselves. They are unsophisticated and 
practical fish, and prefer a bit of beef to 
the most artistic fly. Midsummer is the 
time to sojourn on the mountains, especi- 
ally here, where we are 0,000 feet above 
tho sea, and where all (he winds going east 
and west across the range whistle through 
the pass. Westerly winds prevail and 
bring the showers which fall in snow upon 
tho peaks and whiten their summits. Once 
in July snow fell in the valley, and 
often have frosty .mornings. At the time 
you had the thermometer in Toronto at 
100° in tho shade we woke up to find tho 
ground white with hoar frost and ice in 
tin dish outside the tents more than half 
an inch thick. Mosquitos are unusually 
bad this summer everywhere, and here 
there are plenty, but tho cool nights sub- 
duo their energies. They go to bed punct- 
ually at nine o'clock and they have lit tle 
of tho vigor and ferocity of their kinsmen 
in the valleys. 

Ail tho mountain ranges abound in 
lakes. One in particular, named after the 
Princess Louise, attracted our attention. 
It lies in a hollow between two moun- 
tains, one of which rises above it iu a per- 
pendicular wall of gorgeously-tinted cliff 
fully two thousand feet above tho water, 
which has a wonderful tint of green, from 
aqua marine to emerald. Tho opposite 
side rises with a more gradual slope hut 
to a greater height, terminating in

which are never free from snow and sel- 
dom from cloud and mist. The outlet is a 
good-sized stream flowing through wind- 
ing channels among spruce trees feather- 
ed to the ground and hoary with hanging 
moss. 

The lake is about a mile and a half 
long by half a mile wide, and t he western 
end, opposite the outlet, is closed by a 
glacier and snow -crowned range of un- 
broken white, gleaming against the sky. 
Near the lake this western slope is parti- 
ally bare, but even at tile water's edge 
the ico is ten feet thick, intersected by 
channels, through which the glacier 
streams And their way to tha lalflj. 

During the construction of the railway 
Laggan was a mountain town of import- 
ance, and the lake was often visited. Now 
the town of tents and shanties has vanish- 
ed, and the lake is almost forgotten; the 
workmen on the railway have no time for 
mountaineering and tourists will go only 
to the hotels. In five years' time, proba- 
bly, one of the most lovely and impres- 
sive scenes that van be conceived of will 
bo Bealed again in oblivion and left to the 
bears and the chipmunk. The lake is full 
of trout, seventeen being the produce of 
less than an hour's ashing, but access is 
difficult, there is no regular trail and it 
takes an hour and a half of rough walking 
and climbing to reach it. 

From our tents, which we pitch whore 
we please, we look with pity upon the 
tourists. Tho latter, indeed, have all that 
civilized man can look for; comfort, 
convenience and luxury in Pullman car 
and palace hotel; scenery, varied and mag- 
nificent beyond description; but we were 
free, free to rough it and be at homo with 
nature; attuned, in our life and surround- 
ings, to her wildest mood, and yet not 
without the 

COMFORTS of SAVAOB LIKE 

and what wo care to have of the resources 
of civilization. Our canvas roofsare weath- 
er proof; our mosquito liars are insect- 
proof; our fragrant beds of spruce and 
hemlock are soft and Bpringy; our lullaby 
of rushing river is more musical than the 
roll of wheels on pavement; and our roar- 
ing camp fire in the chill night air is at 
least as cheery as a sultry night iu town. 
Then we have books and papers, choice 
companionship, a drawing-room tout in 
which a lady, presides and finds ample 
compensation in the. freshness and adven- 
ture of camp life from its trifling hard- 
ships. Fresh air, cold water, keen moun- 
tain breezes and plenty of exercise, give 
healthy appetites which arc appeased by 
wholesome and abundant food. Our kitch- 
en is not to bo despised. A tent 8 feet 
square gives room for a small sheetiron 
cooking stove, light and portable, but 
largo onough for our purpose; we have 
nothing superfluous, and everything is at 
hand. Wo camp usually within a conveni- 
ent distance of a railway station, where 
there is always a section house to accom- 
modate tlie men in charge of the track, 
and there we can procure excellent bread 
and fresh meat, trusting to our stores or 
the railway for everything olso. 

Wo have stayed longer at Laggan than 
we anticipated on account of its conveni- 
ence of position at the head of the passes. 
Six milos to tho west begins the descent 
of tho Kicking Morse Pass. At the divide, 
which is also tho boundary between tho 
Northwest and British Columbia, the 
wator runs oast to the Atlantic and west 
to tho Pacific Ocean. Tho 

WESTERN SLOPES OF THE MOUNTAINS 

are much Bteepor than the eastern. 

Tho Kicking Horse River rises in a 
mountain lake and rushes westerly down 
a precipitous gorge in a foaming torrent. 
The railway has to follow its descent as 
best it can, clinging to the slopes in a ser- 
pentine path which often overhang* the 



stream, flashing white through tho tree- 
tops hundreds of feet below. ( The sides of 
the tykitrfrn dominated the Jijghest. 
mountains on the* line',' Mount Stephen ' 
aud Cathedral " .Mountain being soven 
thousand feet above tho track. Tho grado 
of tho railway is extraordinarily steep, 
making the hare possibility of a runaway 
train or carriage frightful to contemplate. 
But every possible 'precaution is taken 
and one feels that the risks are controlled 
and the line is praotically safo; still enough 
is loft for plonning excitement and a stir- 
ring of the nerves. Safety switches, are 
continually open, at intervals, up which 
the train must run and stop should any 
accident take it from under control, ami 
large engines of three times the ordinary 
power are stationed at tho top and hot 
torn of the grado, one being always attach- 
ed to the down-hill cud of tho train to 
push it up, or to hold it back in descend- 
ing, as tho case may bo. 

If, by special favor, one is permitted to 
go on tiio front of tho forward engine, the 
grandeur of tho pass and the forces of 
nature overcome and comrolled by tho 
hand of man, are fully realized. There 
can be but fow things in tho way of loco- 
motion to compare with the sonnation of a 
spin down the Kicking Horse on the front 
of the engine. L. R. O'Brien. 

MOUNT YO. 

A limiting Trip hi the Slountalns of liurrard 
Inlet. 

Following is a communication to the 
Forest and Stream, from its Victoria cor- 
respondent: 

Mount Yo, a bare rugged peak of some 
live thousand feet iu height, is situated 
on the right shore of tho North Ann of 
Burrard Inlet, ten milos from the mouth 
and tiftoen miles from the village of Hast- 
ings, the nearest hotel, from which point 
the trip to the foot of the mountain is 
made by wator. The broken nature of its 
summit offers ample cover for the .differ- 
ent kinds of game found there; and al- 
though at first glance the extent of coun- 
try to bo hunted may appear very limited, 
still one will require at least t hroe or four 
days to thoroughly explore the many 
nooks and corners of this snow-coverud 
pe:«j£) There is no trail leading to tho sum- 
mit, and one must pick his way through 
the tangle of undergrowth and broken 
rocks. Still thero is nothing difficult or 
dangerous in the ascent, which can gener- 
ally bo made in from seven to ten hours. 
Mountain goats, black-tailed deer and 
black bear are among the game found 
here, and of the smaller mammals, a few 
wolverines, tho Douglas marmot and little 
chief hare are sometimes met. Mount Yo 
was the scene of that photograph "One 
Day's Hunt in British Columbia," which 
has been so unceremoniously appropriated 
by some half dozen authors, and ivhich, 
after going the rounds of the civilized 
world, has at last found its way into tho 
school books of the Dominion; it was on 
tho occasion of that hunt the mountain 
was named Yo, after the correspondent of 
Forest and Stream, whose talented pen 
has so often delighted its readers with 
sketches of camp life in the mountains. 
With this bit of introduction, 1 will relate 
my last trip to Yo. 

Three hundred feet below us the creek 
seethed and foamed over its rocky bed, 
and as its sound reached us, or some turn 
in our course brought us nearer the al- 
most vortical sides of tho canyon, my 
companion would look down with greedy 
eyes at the cool gurgling waters, a mouth- 
ful of which would have been so much to 
his parched lips, and ask, "Is thoro no 
way of getting down to that stream ?" At 
last the summit is reached; and after 
quenching our thirst at one of tho many 
springs found in the locality, the spirits 
of my companion began to revive, and in 
a moment all the troubles experienced 
during his ten-hour tramp were forgotten, 
lie took off his hat and strutting around 
over the heather-covered sward delivered 
himself after tho following fashion: "Here 
we are at last. Behold, oh rugged peak, a 
now form of life has appeared before you. 
For the first time these gloomy canyons 
are echoing back the voice of civilized 
man, for the first time this sod is pressed 

by-" 

lie stopped short as if struck by the 
fangs of a rattler. His foot had come in 
contact with something which, as it rolled 
on in front, of him, gave out a hollow 
clinking sound. Until eyes starting from 
their sockets he watched it till it came to 
rest against a clump of juniper, and then, 
as if drawn by some irresistible force, he 
moved slowly toward it and picked it up, 
and from the partially faded label oil its 
side read out the following:

r a 

There was a moment of silence, tho 
tiling dropped from his hand, then he 
straightened himself up and fairly burst- 
ing with indignation turned and faced me. 

Now, after complying with my compan- 
ion's request to accompany him to the 
summit of si mo one of the mountains of 
tho Inlet, it never occured to mo that he 
was ignorant of the fact that Mount Yo 
was an old camp ground of mine, nor that 
I was deceiving him in loading him up 
hero. But the true moaning of his remarks 
repeated to me a half dozen times mi the 
way up, that "the pleasure of exploring 
same unknown land, to pitch his tent 
where no white man had ever hunted, 
had always been tho height of his ambi- 
tion," just began to dawn on me. and I 
felt guilty. But what he intended to say 
then will probably never be known, for 
just at that particular moment something 
occurred which not only absorbed his at- 
tention for tho rest of the evening, bill 
completely drove the relic of t he old camp 
ground out of his head. This is what hap- 
pened, About 500yds. from where wo 
were standing the summit proper of 
Mount Yo shoots into the clouds three or 
four hundred feet above the BUlTOUnding 
ridges. The side of this peak facing us i.i 
steep and rugged, broken up with great 
blocks of granite, witli here and there a 
clump of stunted pines and juniper bush- 
es. I have never attempted the ascent 
from this side, though my Indian on one 
occasion followed an old goat and its kid 
to the top. On the opposite > ' le the as 
cent is quite easy. As my companion turn- 
ed to face me, his oyo caught sight of 
something on the side of this peak, and, 
uttering an exclamation, he picked up his 
rifle and started in that direction, follow- 
ed by the Indian. A hasty glance revealed 
the cause of his excitement; a white goat 
was running down the side of tho moun- 
tain, closely followed by a black bear. 
Neither appeared to bo going very fast ; 
indeed, tho nature of tho ground was n t 
at all favorable for a test of speed, ami 
thiR was more a game of hide and seek, 
and tho goat had tho best of it. Doubling 
round among tho granite blocks, lie kept 
tho distance betwoon him ami his black 
pursuer about the same; and once when 
on top of a huge rock ho stopped and 
looked back at tho bear. From my posi- 
tion I had a good viow of the race, and 
with my glass watched it eagerly, I be- 
lieve that the noble rod man of the forest 
is accredited with holding in his compo- 
sition a more than average share of stoic- 
ism, but in this respect, and under all 
eircunistenceH, a mountain goat can 
discount him. Whether scrambling away 
from danger or chewing his cud on the 
sunny side of a rock, tho »»mo mopish in- 



difference to passing events is stamped on 
every feature of bis long and shapeless 
face.. 1 do not wish , it to -be undei-stood- 
that I entertain any fueling'' of contempt 
for the mountain goat, 'for, oh tho 'con- 
trary 1 consider it one of the most inter- 
esting animals in the mountains; and the 
sportsman who has a'desiie to know some- 
thing of tho life history of our mammals, 
and who has never encountered a white 
goat in its habitat, Has missed a very im- 
portant chapter in natural history. 

A puff of white snioko and the report 
of my companion's rifle recalls mo to the 
chase. Tho goat moves off to the loft and 
disappears among tho bushes in that di- 
rection, while the bear, followed by my 
companion and ihe Indian, who fire two 
more shots apparently without effect, 
rushes -off to the right, aud is soon lost to 
view beyond tho angle of the mountain. 

1 have not fully made up my mind as 
to what would have been the result of 
that race had it not been interfered with 
by my companion. There in nothing in 
my oxporionco with tho white goat to 
stamp it as an animal of more than aver- 
ago Bpoed. 1 have also had, on nioro than 
one occasion, ample proof that a black 
boar will get through the woods about as 
fast as any animal 1 know of. But as be- 
fore stated, the present case was not one 
w here speed could have been made tho 
winning card; and in the matter of stay- 
ing powers, patience and cunning, the 
goat was probably the superior animal. 
The Indians have more than once told mo 
that the goat, sometimes become the prey 
of the black bear, tho latter lying in wait 
and springing upon his victim from an 
ambush. 

It was dark when my companion re- 
turned. He had the usual story: "The 
bear was literally shot to pieces, but it 
was too dark to follow tho trail; they 
would find him easy enough in the morn- 
ing" (a prediction not verified by facta). 
The evening wore on and 1 fell asleep, to 
be wakened some time iu the night by a 
punch from my companion, and "How in 
thunder did that old can get hero 1" But I 
feigned sleep, and so the thing was for- 
gotten. 

Tho next day resulted iu tho killing of 
three goats, which, however, 1 had no 
hand in, as 1 occupied my time in endeav- 
oring to secure some specimens of the 
little chief hare (Lagamys princeps). 

When the chase is over, on the ap- 
proach of night, in the rugged surround- 
ings and deathlike stillness always pervad- 
ing the summit of these mountains, there 
is something conducive to gloomy reflec- 
tions; and with the presentment forcing 
itself upon me, that probably this would 
be my last trip to Yo, I must admit that 
my spirits were not id" a very buoyant na- 
ture, nor did the cheerful blaze of tho 
camp-fire impress me with an)' desire to 
listen to "Indian lore" or "camp-fire 
tlickeriugs." .My companion appeared to 
be fully engaged in looking after his goat, 
skins; and strolling along down the ridge 
to a point overlooking the waters of the 
Inlet and commanding a view far to south 
ami west, I sal down for a quiet smoke. 
The sun had already dipped behind the 
loii" wooded ridge w hich marked I lie 
boundary between Burrard Inlet and 
Howe Sound, but his light still rested on 
the tops of the tall lira which skirted the 
southern shore of the South Arm. Port 
Moody, fifteen miles away, buried in the 
shallows of its forest surroundings, looks 
sullen and gloomy, while its successful ri- 
val, Vancouver, twelve miles to the west, 
looms up in all tho gaudiness of freshly 
painted walls and glittering roofs, rellect- 
iug back the rays of the fading day. In 
the matter of those two cities it is shadow 
and sunshine iu very truth, 

A long line of black smoke is twisting 
its way like a huge serpent down the shore 
of the South Arm. It is the express train 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway from the 
far away east. What a chain of thought, 
that line of smoke calls up. Twenty-live 
years ago, when aft er footing it across the 
great plains of the Northwest, I stood 
upon the summit of the Rockies and look- 
ed down over this sea of mountains 
stretching away to the Pacific, I imagined 
1 bad found a laud into which civilization 
would be slow to follow, and my wildest 
dreams then could never picture t hese t wo 
iron bands st retching from the east to the 
west. But the granite breastworks of na- 
ture, which stud the country from tho 
western border of the plains to the Paci- 
fic, have proved but puny barriers to the 
march of progress and conquest towards 
the setting sun; ami the journey which 
then took the writer live months to ac- 
complish can now In- made in about as 
many days. 

A mountain goat which 1ms been slowly 
working its way up the side of the canyon 
opposite me, has reached the top and now 
stands, his white shaggy form sharply out- 
lined against the darkening sky beyond. 
This solitary old chap is also taking a sur- 
vey of his surroundings, ami if possessed 
with the power of reasoning may, in con- 
templating these two iron bands, be ciun- 
| puting the time when the report of the 
I hunter's rifle will be mure frequent here 
I than it is now; when an army ufextermin- 
I ators shall encompass t bo laud, compelling 
I him to give up bis lease of life or move 
toward the frozuli north. 

this picture probably may lie a fancy 
one. It may also bu within the range of 
possibility. Well, so far as 1 am concern- 
ed, I have had my day, ami under exist- 
ing circumstances, the Jnexpected turn in 
the wheel of fortune which uecessitatesmy 
changing my forest home for one in a 
noisy bustling city, has not come too soon. 
Many of the ties which bound me to these 
rugged haunts have been severed. Com- 
panions who have shared with me a hun- 
ter's couch and fare ha \ e laid away their 
rifles anil crossed the unknown river. 
I£ven Soammux, the faithful old Indian 
who lirst guiiied my footsteps to this spot, 
has folded his Miss- kit. hi for the last time 
and departed for the happy hunting 
grounds, where probably ho will find a 
realization in the hope often repeated to 
me, that mountain goats and hoary mar- 
mots are there in abundance, and the 
Douglass Indian will not be allowed to en- 
croach on tho hunting grounds of the 
Suuanush, Griffen, too, tho companion of 
a bundled camp-liros, has placed a barrier 
between us. Ho lias taken to himself a 
wife, and is now too much occupied iu his 
domestic surroundings to answer to my 
beck and call as lie was wont in former 
days. Yet in my altered circumstances, in 
my quiet moments my thoughts will al- 
ways turn to Yo as a bright green spot in 
my life of twenty-live years in tho moun- 
tains. 

But night is upon me, the goat has faded 
away in the surrounding gloom, and guid- 
ed by our camp-tiro 1 pick my way back 
to camp. My companion is already asleep, 
while tho Indians are squatted before the 
lire broiling slices of mountain goat. It 
will bo a night of feasting for them, t Tho 
old Indian is relating to his yoimgor com- 
panions a story of a Salohkwn] which 
once haunted this mountain, and for 
a while I follow tho old fellow's yarn, but 
drowsiness overtakes mo and 1 roll myself 
iu my blankets and say good-night. 
Victoria, British Columbia, 
' Indian mat. 

I f have known Indians after thiiir. usual 
evening meal, Lo set to work roasting and eat- 
in),' mountain Koat, or whatever gaino might bo 
In abundance hi camp and keep it up till long 
after midnight, and Uiu amount of frusli meat 
that two ortliroo Indians will "got away with" 
on ihoao occasions is ;k mutinies wonderful. But

Chocolate Cookie.— -One cup of but- 
ter, two cups of sugar, three cups of flour, 
four eggs, ono cup of grated chocolate, 
one-half teaspoonful of cream of tartar. 
Koll thin and bake in a quick oven. 

Lemon Jelly.— Tho yolks of two eggs, 
ono cup of sugar, ono cup of water, one 
tablespoon ful of corn-starch and the juice 
and grated rind of one lemon ; cook till 
thick. This is nice for layer cake. 

Yankee Muffins. To one quart of milk 
add one gill of yenst, ono teaspoon ful of 
salt, with four or live eggs beaten; add 
flour sufficient to make a thick batter; 
bake in inufiin rings. Servo with butter. 

Lemon Soda Cake. — One cup of sugar 
one tublospoonful of butter, two eggs, one- 
half cup of sweet milk, one teaspoonful of 
soda, two teaspoonfuls of bream of tartar, 
one pint of flour, measured after sifting. 

Puff Pudding.— One pint of boiling 
milk and nine tahlespoonfuls of flour; mix 
lirst with a little cold milk. When cold 
add a little salt and flour, three well-beat- 
en eggs, aud bake in a buttered dish. 
Servo at once. 

Excellent Cake. — Take ono cupful of 
sugar, three cupfuls of flour, ono and a 
half cupfuls of milk, half a cupful of but- 
ter and eggs; mix thoroughly, adding two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Bako in a 
hot oven. 

EdOXKHS Cake.- Two-thirds of n. cup of 
sugar, two-thirds of a cup of sweet milk, 
one-third of a cup of butter, two cups of 
flour and two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. Flavor to taste, and before putting 
in tho oven grate sugar over it. 

Tea Cakes.— Rud together four tea- 
spoonfuls of butter and one cup of sugar, 
add one well- beaten egg, and one table- 
spoonful of cream and two cups of flour, 
into which lias been sifted two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, Bake in small pans 
and eat, while fresh. 

Beef Fritteks. Chop pieces of steak 
or cold roast beef very tine; make a batter 
of milk, flour and an egg; mix the meat 
with it. Put ti lump of butter in a sauce- 
pan, let it melt, then drop the batter into 
it from a large spoon. Fry until brown, 
season with peppor ami salt and a little 
parsley. 

Pream Cake. — One half-cup butter or 
one cup sweet cream, one and a half cups 
sugar, four eggs (one beaten separately), 
one half-cup swoet milk, two teaspoonfuls 
cream <>f tartar and one teaspoonful of 
soda. Bake in a lung pan. When done, 
cut open and spread between one pint of 
whipped cream and one cup of sugar. Fla 
vor wit h lemon. 

Bread Griddle Cakes. — Soak a small 
bowl of bread overnight in milk. In the 
morning mix half a cupful of flour, into 
which is put one and a half teaspoonfuls 
of baking-powder, with one quart of milk, 
three well-ljeaten eggs and a little salt. 
Beat up the bread with this batter until it 
is very light and fry a delicate brown. 
The batter should he thick. 

Ice Cream.— Three quarts of milk, 
nine eggs, four tahlespoonfuls of arrow- 
root and three cups of white sugar. Set 
i he dish containing the milk in a kettle 
of water, and when hot add the arrowroot, 
previously wet in milk, the sugar and the 
eggs. Cook a few minutes ami flavor when 
cold. This will till a gallon freezer. Loss 
eggs may be used, but your cream will not 
be so nice. 

Water Pound Oakk. One pound of 
butter, one pound of powdered sugar, 
lour eggs, one cupful Of boding water, 
one pound of prepared flour, flavor with 
lemon. Boat butter, sugar and the yolks 
<if the eggs to a cream, then add tho boil- 
ing water and stir gently till cold, then 
the pound of Hour with the whites of the 
eggs beat en to a stiff froth, the lemon last ; 
baku one hour. This cake cannot be told 
from real pound cake, and it. will keep 
1 wo weeks. 

hi making beef pel pie, cut in small 
pieces two pounds lean beef and one half- 
pound fat salt pork. Place in kettle, with 
vine line-chopped onion, one carrot, uno- 
half turnip and water to cover well. Stew 
until tender, then add salt and popper to 
season and place over llie stew the follow- 
ing crust: Two teacupfuls flower, iu which 
have been thoroughly mixed two tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder; rub well through 
flour one tablcspoonful salt, and wet with 
cold water or sweet milk and mix to a 
still' dough; roll into a sheet to cover stew; 
make two or three perforations in crust. 
Keep kettle closely covered, and stew 
twenty minutes to half an hour after add- 
ing crust . When no dough adheres to 
a straw when thrust into the middle, the 
[lot pic is done.

Vor.- strange to the frequentors of 
fashionabie theatres would seem the 
dancing, alnglng, gyrations, antics, and 
curtailed farces which go to muke up un 
evening's entertainment In a variety hall 
one or more ol which every city of eon- 
eiderable sizo possesses. They would 
etare, too, at the generally good-sized 
audiences to be seen In these places: also 
at tho peculiar and emphatic manner 
which said audiences have of expressing 
their approval or disapproval of tho fare 
spread i (ifora them, and the pleasant air 
of familiarity obnervablo between the 
Spectators and performers. 

The former, as a rule, are drawn from 
a section of society below tho middle 
class.

The alio over, and Its venerable jokes

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SUBMARINE CABLES. 

,, Ohe'ol tBe dlfficulta's'in onjF]y,atycmpV< 
to 'eWantiSh 1 Birbmarhi6 '"telegraph liie*s 
was tp &eutveyu?i.pflucTlvg, mode,, of .u.irub 
"a'tiiig the" wires'. ' Tho first substance iised 
that seei'hod' nt all' adequate to the pur.

found, nVnst aJrlO;. be protected. Arable 
Insulated with 'an outside coat of gutta- 
percha siuipp/ 'was laid between Dover 
and Calais in' DJTiO, and worked for one 
day only. In the following year another 
cable was laid between the two places, in 
which the wires, after being insulated 
with gutta-percha, wore protected by an 
armor of ten heavy wires. This is still in 

working order, j The general plan of luak-. 
ing submarine cables is much the same., 
til the "first place, if more than one con- 
ducting wire is used, each* must be insul- 
ated from the othein. Copper wires are 
employed, and each one is coated with 
two or more concentric layers of gutta- 
percha. These are then laid together to 
form a center strand, and about them all 
are laid at least three— more often four- 
layers of gutta-percha, and besides, be- 
tween these layers, a peculiar insulating 
compound, composed of molted gutta- 
percha, wood-tar, and rosin, in applied, 
which not (inly penetrates into the pores 
of, the giittii-perclm, but also by its ad- 
hesiveness unites the layers with each 
other. Before these layers are put on 
the wires are tested to,, make sure that 
they art; free from defects, and that their 
conduct ivily and insulation are perfect. 
Around the gutta-percha layers a wrap- 
ping ui furred hemp,, technically called the 
bedding, is .placed. 'This hemp is in 
strands, and by tho use of a machine 
made for the purpose the strands are 
spun around the cable. Alter the core 
has been covered with , hemp it passes 
through Ihe armoring, by which the out- 
side 'covering is put on. ' Thi i is either of 
tine iron strands, spun into wires, or iren 
wires covered with hemp, or roppoi 
bands. It is necessary thai deep-sen 
cables should be a light "and al the same 
tinio as durable as possible. At tirsi 
heavy iron sheathing was used, but il 
was apt to break in deep water, and 
therefore tho wires wore substituted 
Though cables must bo made strongoi 
for d ep-soa water use, because of tile 
pressure upon llieni, in th.' shuliowci 
wal ■!■ near tho coast they are more liabh 
to injury from icebergs, the anchor.-, o 
vessels, and the.attacks of sea animal.-. 
For this reason t lie shore ends are pro 
vided with a heavier armor than thai 
which is used for tho line further out.

The Waldensians 
demand that it should bo culled "Evan- 
gelical VValdensian Church;" the otheis 
demand "Evangelical Church of Italy." 

The following official testimony of the 
Governor-General of India will bo road 
with interest: The winning of converts is 
but a small portion of tho henolicial re- 
sults which have sprung from missionary 
labors. No statistics can give a fair view 
of what they have done. Invariably a 
higher standard of moral conduct is be- 
coming familiar to the people, and the 
government cannot but acknowledge tho 
great obligations under which it is laid by 
the six hundred missionaries whoso self- 
denying labors are infusing new vigor into 
the life of tho great populations placed 
under English rule. 

Some recent Japanese newspapers give 
a careful estimate of the Protestant Chris- 
tiana in that land. There are now 2,2H<5 
persons for every one Christian, or 4.37 
Christians for every 1.0,000 inhabit ants. 
Hut the most, significant feature about the 
work in Japan is (lie remarkable progress 
of the past year. Tho missionaries of vari- 
ous churches nil speak of tho numberless 
openings and the hopefulness of tho work 
as truly wonderful. Applications from no 
loss than twelve diiforent centres have 
coino to Nagasaki for Christian teachers 
to engage in school work. In each case a 
house for resilience anil a salary of $100 
to $150 per montli is pledged, and yet no 
one to accept. 

^General Booth has sent out hia son, 
Ballington Booth, to take command of the 
forces in America. Mr. Ballington Booth 
is tho gentleman who married Miss Maud 
Charlosworth, tho daughter of a clergy- 
man of the Church of England, about 
whose course there was so much debate in 
the English papers. Mrs. Booth rtccom- 
pauiea hor husband, and is in command of 
the women; that is, bIio is tho superinten- 
dent of the three or four hundred foinalo 
officers which tho Army has to work in 
tho United Status. She appears to be an 
accomplished person, speaking English 
and F'roneh perfectly and also German! 
Mrs. Booth has boon with tho Army in 
Franco, Switzerland and other continent- 
al countries. 

In the Cmiteinporary Review Archdea- 
con Farrar writes with passion against 
"tho drink traffic in Africa," whoso four 
divisions ho takes one by one, in order to 
parade proofs of the extent and destruc- 
tive influences of that traffic, Into the 
Htiiall island of Lagos, for instance, whose 
capital has only 37,000 inhabitants, Eu- 
rope sends every year 1.231,302 gallons 
of spirits. Even tho natives themsolvoii 
are protesting, and every branch of trade 



is being injured; for, as tho Archdeacon 
of Canterbury says, it is an anti-commerce 
that, is being established. The profits 
made by some of the drink sellers are 700 
percent. Dr. Farrar concludes with vio- 
lent invective against the political idolatry 
of spurious liberty which permits these 
horiois to continue.
